WASHINGTON was a perfect ex- 
ample ; his character has no parallel.

come. Maiignity has accufed him ot cruel- 
ty and indifference, but his tears on the 
death of Andre, aud the effufion of his 
country’s gratitute have completely con- 
trolled the poifon of tie imputation. 

No igaoble detires for arbitrary fway 
were produced by hisa tiverfal popularity, 
tor his magnanimity was more exalted 
than his courage. Tne vile, who believed 
him capable-ot treachery, were mortined, 
and the weak, who miltruited human for- 
titude, were a(tonithed at his noble refig- 
nation of power.

[n Wathington there was aggregate 
of excellence rather, than any glaring pe- 
culiarity. Without thofe flafhings of gen- 
ius, which ferve only to dazzle the under- 
ftanding, the fteady light of his intelle& 
concentrated its rays to guide the progrefs 
of America to liberty andto fame. He 
was one of thofe few charaGters, which 
are formed by God for condu€ting great 
events. An epoch in hiltory will accom- 
pany the life of Wa thington. A warlike 
nation humbled by the (truggles of a peace- 
ful one, a govern ment erected by focial 
compact, and a people tlourifhing under 
the mild influence of thofe inftitutions, 
which they themfelves had confolidated ; 
thefe are the grand concomitants, with 
which the name of Wathington will be 
adorned for the imitation of potterity.
